The vast amount of storied lore once 


abounding of tbe 
springs is lost; 


anecdotal fragments alone remain. The 
present townsfolk are ignorant of facts 
and circumstances connected with the 
springs. With the few remaining per- 
sons cotemporarj- with its later history 
will perish the surviving fragments of 
happenings around tbe hotel hearth- 
stones.

Regulars at Gettysburg. 


An Effort lo 
Have 
Monuments Eroctod to 


Commemorate Their Bravery. 


At a regular meeting of the Grand 


Army Association oE Philadelphia and 
vicinity, represeuting forty-flve Posts 
with a toeuobership of more than eight 
thousand comrades, held Ojtobsr 27th 
last, it was unanimously agreed, and a 
Committee of five appointed to further 
a movement, calling upon Congress to 
appropriate a auffioient sum of money, 
and cauae to be erected therewith such 
monuments and markers upon tbu battle- 
flfild at Gettysburg, as will fittingly 
designate the positions and commemo- 
rate tbe valorous and splendid deeds of 
the regiments and batteries ot the United 
States Regulars upon that historic Qeld, 
July lit, 2nd and 3rd, 1863. 


At Gettysburg, more than three hun- 


dred volunteer organizations are repre- 
sented m enduring shafts or tablets— 
magnificent tributes to their glorious 
deeda—tor the regulars naught but, a 
memory, save the single atone that marks 
where brave Cusbiog fell. These men 
of 
the rngulars, tram whoie ranka 


sprang the greatest generals of modern 
warfare, came from the aame ciliee, 
towns, villages, and hamlets, m that 
hour of trial and dismay, of the same 
nativity as the volunteers, tbey perform- 
ed the same service in every respect. 


Typical of the American volunteer In 


a service called regular, trained ia rigid 
discipline—a lighting machine, whose 
deeds of brave, heroic sacrifices are 
seldom mentioned. Xo artist or wiitei 
follows his march to make him au un- 
witting hero. The same honor should 
be accorded him and bis organization as 
lias been given tbe volunteers trom the 
several States.

Judge John S. Gardner, says tbe Cen- 


treville, Ala., Pns», has a rare relic that 
he captured from a Yankee officer on the 
battlefield of Gettysburg. Judge Gard- 
ner was first lieutenant in Company H, 
of the Forty-fourth Alabama, and par- 
ticipated in the famous battle. After 
the battle the Judge was standing some 
distance from bis company, when he 
saw a handerchief waving from the crev- 
ice of a big rock 
He thought it some 


stiaj Federal soldier who had been lost 
from his command and went out alone 
to take him prisoner. On reaching tbe 
spot he was astonished to see a crowd of 
soldiers, but put on a bold front and 
ordered them to surrender. 


The captain, whose name was Davis, 


with three lieutenants and 29 men, were 
under the rock. Captain Davis told 
Lieutenant Gardner that he would make 
him a present of his sword ; tbat he had 
promised tbe ladies of tbe State of Maine, 
who presented it to him that it would 
never be surrendered. Captain Davis, 
as near as the Judge can remember, 
belonged to the Fourth Maine. They 
exacted a promise from 
Lieutenant 


Gardner tbat if tbey surrendered they 
would be well treated. They were as 
close to the Federal lines as to the Con- 
federates, so ha gladly promised. The 
privates came forward and deposited 
their arms In a pile on the rock, and tbe 
crowd started for Confederate head- 
quarters. 
Before going far the three 


lieutenants told him tbat tbey had hid 
their swords, and if he would go back 
with them they would surrender them. 
He beckoned a squad of his men, who 
took charge of the three swords. 


Lieutenant Gardner gave one of the 


swords to Colonel John A. Jones and 
one to Lieutenant Virginius, he keeping 
the sword of Captain Davis. The sword 
which the Judge has is maiked "TJ s." 
and the point is worn from Captain 
Davis doing provoat duty on paved 
streets. 


If Captain Davis' whereabouts can be 


found, tba Judge would like to return 
tbe swurd to him. It will be sent to 
the Alabama State Fair and placed 
among the curiosities on 
exhibition. 


The Judge is very modest, and this is 
the first time we have heard the story 
of the capture.

make adequate provision to insure the 
continuance of tbe gold standard and of 
public confidence in the ability aud pur- 
pose of the government to meet all its 
obligations in the money which Uje civi- 
lized world recognizes as the bust. 


A CHAPTER OX TRUSTS. 


Combinations of capital organized into 


trusts to control the conditions of trade 
among our citizens, to stifle competition, 
limit production and determine the prices 
of products used and consumed by the 
people are justly provoking public discus- 
sion, and should early claim the atten- 
tion of the Congress. 


Tbe Industrial Commission, created by 


the act of Congress of June 18, 1S9S, has 
been engaged in extended hearings upon 
the disputed questions involved in the 
subject of combinations in restraint ot 
trade and competition. They have not 
yet completed their investigation of this 
subject, and the conclusions and recom- 
mendations at which they may arrive are 
undetermined. 


It is universally conceded that combi- 


nations which engross or control the 
market of any particular kind of mer- 
chandise or commodity necessary to tbe 
general community by suppressing nat- 
ural and ordinary competition, whereby 
prices are unduly enhanced to the gen- 
eral consumer are obnoxious, not only to 
the common law, but also to tbe public 
welfare. There must be a remedy for 
the evils evolved in such organizations. 
If the present law can be extended more 
certainly to control or check these mo- 
nopolies or trusts it should be done with- 
out delay. Whatever power the Con- 
gress possesses over this most Important 
subject should be promptly ascertained 
and asserted. 


President Harrison's message of Dec 


3 1889, is then quoted, and Piesideut Me- 
Kinley proceeds: 


An act to protect trade and commerce 


against unlawful restraints und monopo- 
lies was passed by Congress on the £14 of 
July, 1890. The'provisions of this stat- 
ute are comprehensive and stringent. 
It 


declares every contract or combination, 
in the form of a trust or otherwise, of 
conspiracy in tbe restraint of trade or 
commerce among tbe several states or 
with foreign nations to be unlawful. 
It 


denominates as a criminal every person 
who makes any sucb contract or engages 
in any such combination or conspiracy, 
and provides a punishment by fine or im- 
prisonment. It further confers upon any 
person who shall be injured In his busi- 
ness or property by any other person or 
corporation by reason of anything for- 
bidden or declared to be unlawful by tbe 
act the power to sue therefor in any cir- 
cuit court in the United States without 
respect to the amount in controversy, 
and to recover threefold tbe damages by 
him sustained and tbe costs of the suit, 
including reasonable attorney fees. It 
will be perceived that the act Is aimed at 
every kind of combination in the nature 
of it trust or monopoly in restraint of in- 
terstate or international commerce.

The withdrawal of the authority of,

control of the island to its people. The 
pledge contained in this resolution is of 
the highest honorable obligation and 
must be sacredly kept.

The new C;iba yet to arise 
from lue ashes of tbe past must needs be 
bound to us by ties of singular intimacy 
aud strength if its enduring welfare is to 
be assured. Whether those ties shall be 
organic or conventional tbe destinies ot 
Cuba are in some rigbtlui form and man- 
ner irrevocably linked with our own, but 
how and how tar Is tor the future to de- 
termine in the ripeness of eveuts. What- 
jver be the outcome we must see to it 
that tree Cuba be a reality, not a name, 
a perfect entity, not a hasty experiment 
bearing within itself the elements of 
failure. 
Our missions, to accomplish 


wlueh we took up the wager of battle, is 
not to be fulfilled by turning adrift any 
loosely flamed commonwealth to lace 
the vicissitudes which too often attend 
weaker states whose natural wealth and 
abundant resources are offset by the in- 
congruities of their political organization 
and tbe recurring occasions for internal 
rivalries to sap their strength and dissi- 
pate their energies. Tue greatest bless- 
ing which can come to Cuba is the res- 
toration of her agricultural and indus- 
trial prosperity, which will give employ- 
ment to idle men and re-establish the 
pursuits of peace. This is her chief and 
in:mediate need. 


OUM PHILIPPINE MISSION, 


Oa Dec 21, after the treaty was sign- 


ed, the commander of tbe forces of occu- 
paiion was iuslructed "to announce and 
proclaim in the most public manner that 
ie come not as invaders and conq uerors, 
uut aa friends to protect the natives in 
their homes, in their employment and in 
their personal and religious rights."

Civil govern- 
ment cannot be thoroughly established 
until order is restored. 
With a devotion 


and a gallantry worthy of its most bril- 
liant history tbe army, ably and loyally 
assisted by the navy, has carried on this 
unwelcome but most righteous campaign 
with richly deserved success. The noble 
self-sacrifice with which our soldiers and 
sailors whose terms of service had ex- 
pired refused to avail themselves of their 
right to return home as long as they were 
needed at the front forms one of the 
brightest pages in our annals. Although 
their operations have been somewhat in- 
terrupted and checked by a rainy season 
of unusual violence and duration, they 
have gained ground in every direction

Everything Indicates that, with the 


speedy suppression of the Tagalo rebel- 
lion, life in tbe archipelago will soon re- 
sume its ordinary course under the pro- 
tection of our sovereignty, and the peo- 
ple of those favored islands will enjoy a 
prosperity and a feedom which they have 
never before known. Already hundreds 
of schools are open and filled with chil- 
dren. Religious freedom is sacredly as- 
sured and enjoyed. The courts are dis- 
pensing justice. Business is beginning 
to circulate in its accustomed channels. 
Manila, whose inhabitants were fleeing 
to tbe country a few months ago, is now 
a populous and thriving mart of cor.- 
merce. 


The future goverument of the Philip- 


pines rests with the Congress of the 
United States. Few graver responsibili- 
ties have ever been confided to us. If 
we accept them in a spirit worthy of our 
race and our traditions, a greater oppor- 
tunity comes with them. The islands 
lie under the shelter of our flag. They 
are ours by every title of law and equity. 
They cannot be abandoned. If we desert 
tbem we leave them at once to anarchy 
and finally to barbarism. We fling them, 
a golden apple of discord, among the 
rival powers, no one of which could per- 
mit another to seize them unauestioned. 


The suggestion has been made that we 


could renounce our authority over the 
islands and, giving them independence, 
could retain a protectorate over t'jein. 
This proposition will not be found, I am 
sure, worthy of your serious attention , 
Such an arrangement would involve at 
tbe outset a cruel breach of faith.

would make us responsible for tbe acts 
of the insurgent leaders and give us no 
power to control tbem. 


Until Congress shall have made known 


the formal expression of its will I shall 
use the authority vested in me by Sue 
constitution and tbe statutes to uphold 
the sovereignty of the United States m 
those distant islands as in all other places 
where our flag rightfully floats. Every 
step of the progress of our troop" has 
been marked by a humanity which has 
surprised even the misguided insurgents. 
The truest kindness to them will be a 
swift and effective defeat of their present 
leader. The hour of victory will be aa 
hour of clemency and reconstruction. 


INCREASE OF THE ARMY. 


Since my annual message, and in obe- 


dience to tbe acts of t! e Congress of 
April 22 and 26,1898, the reman,in« vu!- 
uuteer force enlisted for the Spanish 
War, consisting of 34 834 regulars and 
110,202 volunteers, with over 5000 vol- 
unteer officers, has been discharged from 


} the military service. 


Of tbe volunteers 667 officers and 14,- 


831 men serving in the Poilippmes. and 
1,650 of the regulars, who were entitled 
to be mustered out after the ratification 
of the treaty of peace, voluntarily re- 
mained at the front until their places 
could be filled by new troops. 
They 


were returned home in the order in 
which they went lo Manila, and are now 
all of them out of the service and in the 
ranks of citizenship. 


1 recommend that the Congress pro- 


vide a special medal of honor ror the 
volunteers, regulars, Bailors and marines 
on duty in the Philippines who voluntar- 
ily remained in the service after their 
terms of enlistment bad cxpir^J. 


By the act of March 1, 1899 Congress 


gave authority to increase fie regular 
army to a maximum not exceeding 6o,000 
enlisted men, and to enlist a force of 35 - 
000 volunteers, to be recruited from tl.e 
country at larc,e. By virtue of this au- 
thority the regular army has been in- 
creased to the number of 61,999 enlisted 
men and 2 248 officers, and new volun- 
teer regimenis have been organizQd ag- 
gregating 33 050 enlisted men and 1,5^S 
officers. Two of these volunteer regi-

THE PRESIDENT'S JIESSAKE. 


The 
provision of the Constitution 


"that the President shall from time to 
time give to the Congress information 
of the state of the ITnion, and recom- 
mend to their consideration such meas- 
ures as he shall judge necessary and ex- 
pedient," has always been very literally 
interpreted. 
The messages annually 


aent at the beginning of the session ol 
Congress are largely a rehearsal of facts 
already with the public knowledge. As 
the country has grown, so have the mes- 
sages ; and President McKinley, always 
platitudinous and seldom definite, has 
overdone himself in prolixity. He has 
given the Congress a wealth of history 
with a dearth ot important recommenda- 
tion. 


The two topics of the message which 


will be scanned with the closest interest 
are those relating to the 
national 


finances and to the proposed dealings 
with Cuba, Puerto Rico, Hawaii and the 
Philippine Islands. 


As to the finances the President re- 


commends thac for the purpose of main- 
taining the gold standard the Secretarj 
of the Treasury shall be given additional 
power to sell bonds at lower rates of in- 
terest than now provided for by law, and 
that he shall be charged with the duty 
of maintenance. He repeats his recom- 
mendation for the redemption of green- 
backs in gold upon presentation, to be 
kept in store and not thereafter paid out 
except iu exchange for gold. The atten- 
tion of Congress is also invited to a 
modification of the National Banking 
act, but without further favorable sug- 
gestion that the authorization of banks 
with a capital of fcio.OOO. There is more 
argumentative statement, but this is the 
sum of_committal. 
feTheJmessage is equally wary in treat, 
ing^ol the proper ruture policy of the 
country in dealing with our insular pos 
sessions and protectorates. The method 
of management in Cuba was determine! 
iu advance by the announcement of the 
intentions of the Government when war 
wasdeclured against Spain. The attempt 
will be miitlK in good faith to establish 
on thut island a slable and independent 
self-rule. 
But 
the more perplexing 


problem of what to do with the islands 
we have obtained by annexation, pur- 
chase and conquest is handed over to 
Congress in all its peiplexity. There is 
no clear plan of pioceduro outlined, 
though it 13 evident that the President 
does not regard the islands as integral 
parU of the terriiory of the Union, to be 
dealt with as we have dealt with con- 
tinental Territories anterior to their 
admission as States. This is made clear 
by his proposition to abolish all customs 
tariffs between Puerto K'co and the 
United States, If Puerto Kico were a 
Territory occupying the relation to the 
lest ol.' the country that is occupied by 
A'ew Mexico, for example, there would 
be no need of tenff abolition. It is 
probable that the real opinion of the 
Administiation is revealed more ac- 
curately in Secretary Root's view that 
the acquired islands are colonial posses- 
sions, and that they must be governed 
as colonies. 


Attention is called to the necessity of 


ascertaining the limit of federal power 
in dealing with injurious trade combina- 
tions and asserting such power by ap- 
ptopriate restraining legislation. The 
policy of paying subsidies for the en- 
couragement of our merchant marine is 
indorsed, and the great importance ot 
constructing the Nicaragua Canal is 
strongly pressed upon the attention ot 
Congress. 


.For the rest, the message deals at 


great length with the satisfactory con- 
dition of our foreign relations and with 
matters of domestic interest. It is a 
soothing document with no Irritating 
touch upon any sore subject of political 
controversy—precisely what might have 
been expected from President McKinley 
in tae year before the Presidential elec- 
tion. Tne irritatiou will come when 
Congress shall undertake the necessary 
task of forcing the hand of the Execu- 
tive.—PMia. Record.

Prosperity on the Farm. 


Land Will Grow 
in Value Every Year; Slay 


on it. 


It appears to me a negative question as 


to whether there Is prosperity on the 
farm, says a writer in Prairie Farmer. 
The real condition of the farmers as a 
class is a positive subject. Are they 
prosperous? Why, certainly. I often 
advise faultfinders to contrast farming 
with the average of other business and 
thus ascertain for themselves how the 
knighta of the plow are graded iu the 
line of success. As a has'* I place side 
by side the urban and the suburban, Ihe 
town and the country. Look over the 
land to-day and behold some things of 
very pronounced evidence. Towns are 
decreasing in population and many of 
them during the last ten years have van- 
ished from the earth. Something got 
out of proper balance. Many people 
become tired of farming and quit their 
places and move to town. Towns spring 
up and nourish for a day and then go 
down. 
How many of us can name 


scores of acquaintances who have made 
tbe awful mistake of leaving their farms 
They found themselves out of their 
natural element. They did not know 
what to do with themselves. But the 
farms and diligent farmers go right on 
peaceably and safely established in busi- 
ness. Their business is in the order oi 
natural growth. II can not be other- 
wise when we consiner that land is 
gradually and 
naturally growing in 


valuation year by year. Merchandising 
and other lines of business are mechani- 
cal and 'areely dependent upon tbe ebbs 
and flows, but the business of the farm- 
er 19 so well established it is like unto a 
city built upon a rock. The farmer is 
not shaken and tossed about by every 
low financial barometer that may develop 
in a new and unexpected locality. He 
goes right on and the adverse waves 
which wreck so many others, prove in- 
effectual to the landowner and bis home. 
So it is plainly observed all over our 
country; it is a natural growth of pros- 
perity. As I travel through many parts 
of our western states one feature especi- 
ally attracts my attention. This is tbe 
great wealth which is showing itself in 
such fine proportions all over our land 
to-day. The land and its associated 
business naturally bring about this won- 
derful value aud prosperity. Sometimes 
J notice that the soil of a certain locality 
is wh,it we call thin when compared to 
the rioh alluvial Innds of onr Mississippi 
flood plain, aud I am astonished at tbe 
display ot big barns, pleasant homes aud 
well-uranged farms. The logic of the 
subject seems plain. The motto should 
be: Get land and stay with it: it will 
grow in value every yeai. As a lule, 
every family can live ou even a small 
lauded estate. Plaut fruit trees, keep 
poultry and some stock and grow such 
products us are adapted to your soils. 
Study the natural elements of every acre 
of your land. A farmer must know his 
soil, aud he must so rotate his crops aud 
feed the soil that it will grow in energy 
and Will be duly qualified to produce 
various ciops. I repeat, get land and 
stay with it. Farming is a success. It 
is the foundation element of our national 
edifice. It will be a success forever. 


Whether farmers are prosperous is a 


question which might be answered both 
in the affirmative and negative, as we 
have two classes of farmers, one which 
is not, says a second writer in the same 
journal. 
We have but to notice differ- 


ent farmH, while passing by, to see the 
contrast which is very striking. Ou one 
farm there will be a nice residence with 
shade trees ;md ornamental shrubbery 
iu the yard. The baru, out-houses and 
fences are dll m repair, good crops are on 
the giound and everything has a prosper- 
ous appearance. Perhaps the next farm 
will have a cheap dwelling which has 
seen better dujs. The outbuildings, if 
tnere are auy, will hsive a dilapidated 
appearance. 
The barns sad fences hare 


gone to ruin. The land has become so 
run down there is not a field upon the 
farta which will pioduce a full crop. 
Everything denotes hard times. 1 know 
of just such a case as this, where the 
owners \seie brothers; they inherited 
the laud from tbeir parents. In appeal- 
ance one part of the farm was equally as 
good as the other. The question which 
should cUnn tbe attention of all is why 
some farmers are prosperous and others 
are not. la it on account of idleness, 
sbittlessness or lack of brains'( 
We will 


often see a bright, hard-working indus- 
trious man who has a bard time to make 
both ends meet. It is not from any ap- 
parent fault of his; it may be be is 
in the wrong profession, for if the heart 
Is not in the farm the life should not be 
spent theie. Our prosperous farmers 
are the ones who make a study of farm- 
ing. They know what they will put on 
a field and what they receive in return. 
They know if a certain crop pays and 
about how large a yield per acre it takes 
to make a remunerative crop. They 
study tbe soil and its needs. They do 
not take from the soil without return- 
ing something. They are as careful of 
their farm as the breeder of pure-bred 
stock of his stock. They take pride In 
-keeping up the tarm ana producing large 
crops.

LEE ON CUBA'S FUTURE. 


Tho General Says Havana is Now as Clean as 


Philadelphia. 


Major General Fitzbugh Lee, Military 


Governor of tbe Provinces of Havana 
and Finar del Bio, visited Philadelphia 
last week on a Hying trip from his home 
In Virginia. The General spoke inter- 
estingly of tbe situation in Cuba, eays 
tbe Record, tbongb be carefully refrained 
from touching on any of the political or 
military questions, saying tbat as an 
army officer, be was not at liberty Co die 
cuss such matters. He said tbat com 
mercially Oubais making very credltabl< 
progress, and ths.t her great natuia 
wealth warranted the statement that in 
tbe not distant future she would prove a 
fruitful Seld for American investors 
At present there is considerable mercan 
tile work being done tbere, particularly 
by English traders. 


Until there Is a rearrangement of tb 


government, be said, tbere could be ni 
granting of concessions, hence tbe oppor 
tunity for large investment is limited 
He declined to give an opinion as to th 
ability of the Cubans for self-govern 
ment, merely repeating that tbe United 
States Government was pledged to per 
mit tbat aa soon aa a stable organization 
was effected by the Cubans. Tbe to 
tmcco and sugar industries are slowly re 
viving, General Lee said, tbe latter show 
ing less progress owing to the necessity 
for machinery, which Is at present be 
yond the means of the great majority o 
planters. 


The military government is making 


good progress ia reforming the sanitar 
conditions in tbe cities, Havana now be- 
ing as clean, the General averred, aa 
Philadelphia. 
In Havana, however 


there exists a great sanitary problem, in 
tbat at present all tbe sawage runs into 
the land-locked bay, and as there is veij 
little current, keeps that body of water 
in a perpetual state of fl'.th. Severa 
plana have been suggested to remed; 
this, one being to tunnel under tbe bay 
and land and carry the sewage into tbe 
open sea.

STATE GAINS IN INCOME. 


Pennsylvania'8income, according to thtt- 


Treasurer's report recently made up,is thi 
year more than 12,000,000 in excess of the 
receipts luet year. This enormous increase 
In tbe State revenues is due entirely to th 
incorporation of numererja large manufac- 
turing and industrial concerns. The tota 
receipts for the fiscal year ending on the 
1st were $15,458,316 97, as against $13, 
325,120.07 in 1898. The balance in the 
general fund ia $2,655,240 64, while at the 
close of the last fiscal year the general 
fund balance was $2,929,617.10. 


The bonus receipts from charterB anc 


increase of capital stocks during the year 
closing Thursday approximated $700,000, 
From this source alone during the month 
of November the income was $119,725.25. 
Several other months showed about the 
same record. 
While the appropriation 


for the support of the public schools be- 
came available June 1 last, there is still an 
unexpended balance in this fund of $2,604,- 
539.48, Philadelphia is entled to $850,000 
in round numbers, and has received of this 
$400,000. Pittaburg baa already received 
$150,000 of the $220,000 tn which it is en- 
titled. 


The State debt will soon be wiped out. 


Each year there is taken from the genera 
fund and deposited in tbe sinking fund for 
,he extinguishment o? the debt $100,000. 
The sinking fund will, therefore, be suffi- 
cient wben the bonds fall due to clear off 
the balance of the debt. The gross debt is 
$6,815,299 02, but tbere is applicable to 
this about $6,085,171.86, leaving the net 
debt only about $730,127.16. 
The cash 


balance in the sinking fund, which is de- 
posited in favorite banks throughout tbe 
State, ia $1,954,255.20.

have been transported to Manila to the 
number of 581 officers and 26 322 enlisted 
men of the regular armj and 594 officers 
and 15,383 eulish;d men of Ibe uew vol- 
unteer (oice, wbile 504 officers and 14,119 
men of the volunteer force are on tbe 
ocean en route to Manila. 


The force now in Manila consists of 


905 officers and 30 578 regulars and 594 
oflicera and 15388 of tbe volunteers, 
making an aggregate of 1 499 officers 
and 45 90S men. Wben tbe troops now 
under orders shall reach Manila tbe 
force in tbe arcbipelago will comprise 
2,051 officers and 63 483 men. Tbe mus- 
ter out of the great volunteer army or- 
ganized for the Spanish War and the 
cieation ot a new army, tbe transporta- 
tion from Manila to San Francisco of 
those entitled to diacbatge and tbe trans- 
portation of the uew troops to take tbelr 
places have been a',work of great magni- 
tude, well and ably done, for which too 
much credit cnunot be given tbe Wai 
Department. 


Daring the past year we have reduced 


our force iu Cuba and Puerto Kico. ID 
Cuba we now have 334 officers and 10 796 
enlisted men ; iu Puerto Rico 87 officers 
and 2,856 enlisted men, aud a battalion 
of 400 men, composed of native Puer.o 
Ricans; while stationed throughout the 
United Sutes aie 910 offl :ers and 17,317 
men, 
aud m Hawaii 12 officers and 458 


men. 


The operations of the army are fully 


piesented in the report of the Secretary 
of War. I cannot withhold from cffl ;ers 
and men tbe highest commendation for 
tbeir soldierly conduct m trying situa- 
tions, tbeir willing sacrifices for tbeir 
country and the integrity and ability 
with which they have performed unusual 
and difficult duties in our island posses- 
sions. 


In tbe organization of tbe volunteer 


regiments authorized by the act of March 
2, 1899, it was found tbat uo provision 
bad been made for chaplains. 
Tnis 


omission was doubtless from inadvur 
teuce. J recommend the early authori- 
zation for tbe appointment ot one chap - 
lain for each of said regiments, These 
regiments are now iu tbe Philippines, 
and it is important tbat immediate action 
be bad. 


THK WASHINGTON CBE.EBRAT/ON. 
Referring to tbe celebration next year 


of tbe establishment of tbe seat of gov- 
ernment in Washington tbe President 
strongly approves tbe erection of the pro- 
posed memorial bridge across the Poto- 
mac to the most convenient point of tbe 
Arlington estate property. 


Regarding the Presidential order of 


May 6. 1896, extending tbe limits ot the 
clasaiiled service, and subsequent amend- 
ments of May 29, 1899, the President 
says: 


All of tbe amendments bad for their 


mam object a more efficient and satisfac- 
tory administration of the system of ap- 
pointments established by the civil ser- 
tice law. The results attained show that 
under their operation tbe public service 
has improved, aud tbat tbe civil service 
agstem has been relieved of many objec- 
tionable features.

Presented to this Congress are great 


opportunities. With them come great 
responsibilities.

Does Replanting Corn Pay. 


To the question "IJjes it pay tore 


plant corn 'i" we answer emphatically 
no, and for the following reasons, says a 
writer iu an exchange. First, such re 
plan'ing is most generally imperfectly 
clone. From the time the corn is first 
planted until the need of replanting is 
discoveied, tbe ground has become some 
what bard, and as a result, when tbe re 
planting is done with a hand planter, as 
is generally tbe case, tbe seed is imper 
tectly covered or not planted deep 
euGUgb.andasaconsequence germinates 
imperfectly orjeeaten by mice, birds or 
other enemies. Eat assuming tbat tbe 
woik is well done, I object to it in tbe 
second place because wben cultivating 
tne Qist planted corn the second plantec 
is always too small for the depth and 
position of the shovels, gets covered np 
or partially so, and much valuable time 
of the man and Learn is wasted in un- 
covering it, or should the plowing be 
done to suit tbe later planted tbat plant- 
ed formerly would be imperfectly plowed 
and any gam tbat might bo made with 
tbe late planted would bo lost by the 
earlier planted. Third: The late plant- 
ed being always behind tbe other in 
growth is constantly in the shade, grows 
spindling and seldom if ever produces 
good ears. Fourth : It (the late plant- 
ed) is In full growth and foliage about 
tbe time tbe latter planted is commenc- 
ing to mature and I believe it interferes 
very materially with tbe full develop- 
ment of tbe first planted corn. I would, 
therefore advise that when corn seenu 
to be each a poor stand as to suggest re- 
planting, tbat replanting be not attempt- 
ed. Either allow the stand to remain 
as it is or introduce tbe planter and do 
your woik.over again.
